’ ‘There were 32 deaths from influ- 
enza yesterday and 22 from pneumo- 
nia. This brings the total number 
of influenza deaths since Oct. 7 to 
1090 and pneumonia deaths to 508. 

The total yesterday of deaths from 
all causes was 94. The correspond- 
ing date of last year was Thanksgiv- 
ing, when only 12 deaths were re- 
ported. 

Out of 776 cases of influenza re- 
ported yesterday, 394 were those of 
children under the age of 15, out of 
707 cases reported Thursday, 356 
were of children under lv, and out 
of 659 cases\reported Wednesday 347 
were of children under 15. 

The Health Departmetn has issued

MISTREATED IN GERMAN 
CAMPS, AMERICANS SAY 


Eight Who Reach London Tell 
of Being Forced to Do Hard 
Work; Insufficiently Fed. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 29.—Eight Amer- 
ican soldiers who-had been prisoners 
in Germany arrived here today. They 


are now in good physical condition.

All the men said they had been 
forced to work hard and were given 
insufficient food. They would have 
starved had it not been for the Amer- 
ican Red Cross packages which were 
received at long intervals. English 
prisoners tried to aid them, but the 
Germans prevented this. 


Red Cross Packages Lootcd. 
The men said they were supposed 


the Germans permitted this monthly. 
The packages were looted, according 
to the prisoners. 

Their treatment was varied in the 
different camps. In Darmstadt they 
endured civilian insults. While work- 
ing on the roads they often were spat 
upon. After the armistice was signed 
guards and civilians “got down on 
their knees to us” they said. 

Limburg was called the “mystery 
camp,” owing te the numerous dis- 
appearances of prisoners, the fate of 
whom was never revealed. 

The Americans everywhere ob- 
served a scarcity of men for onerous 
work, women doing the tasks in lum- 
ber yards and on the railroads with 
picks and shovels and unloading 
coal. They said that 30 American 
prisoners were shipped to a coal 
mine. Here it was reported that a 
corporal named Lucien, whose regi- 
ment is unknown, refused to enter

The American prisoners experi- 
enced considerable illness. Several 
of them suffered from _ influenza. 
The men were permitted to write two 
letters or four postal cards monthly 
but were allowed to receive only two.

sailed from Rotterdam on the 18th 


They arrived at Ripon, England, 
Nov. 24. Except for an average loss 
of weight of 10 pounds each all! the 
men were in good health and spirits.

EXPRESS MESSENGER IS BEATEN 


ON TRAIN BY TWO ROBBERS 


They Throw Him Out of the Car 
Near Edwardsville, After Com- 
pelling Him to Open Safe. 

When the Clover Leaf passenger 
train which departed from Union 
Station at 5:25 p. m. yesterday 
reached Edwardsville, Ill, at 6:30, 
inspectors found the door of the 
baggage car open, the express mes- 
senger missing, the safe open, brok- 
en packages strewn about and signs 
of a fight having taken place. 

An hour later the messenger, 
Frank Aubuchon, 55 years old, of 
Charleston, Ill, employed by the 
American Railway Express Co., was 
found in St. Elizabeth’s Hospital at 
Edwardsville suffering from severe 
lacerations on the head and several 
fractured ribs. 

Aubuchon said that when the train 
was about two miles west of Ed- 
wardsville two men entered the bag- 
gage car and covered him with re- 
volvers. They commanded him to 
open the safe. He told them that the 
safe contained no money, but opened 
it when they threatened to shoot 
him. As one of the men was exam- 
ining the interior of the safe Au- 
buchon shifted his position, and the 
robbers began beating him on the 
head with revolvers. Then they 
opened the side door of the camand 
threw him out. As he rolled down 
an embankment they fired several 
‘shots at him, he said. . 

Aubuchon made his way to the 
farm of Chris Wagner, about a half 
mile from where he had been thrown 
from the train, and Wagner took 
him in a wagon to the hospital. The 
robbers evidently left the train be- 
fore it reached Edwardsville. What 
they took from the packages which 
were broken open has not yet been 
ascertained. 7

SERVICE ELEVENS: 


Record Gives Them Edge Over 
All Rivals; Chicago Naval Re- 
serves Close Second. 


ARMY TEAMS _— ERRATIC 


Camps \ Taylor and Hancock 
Share Top Honors; Sectional 
Titles Established. 


The 1918 football championship 
among ihe elevens of the United 
States’ fighting forces must be 
awarded to the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station. The Chicagoans, 
on the basis of. scores, outclassed all 


rivals, in army, navy and aviation 
branches of the service. 

Singularly, the class among elev- 
ens representing your Uncle Sam, 
with football a recognized and or- 
ganized sport in service circles, for 
the first. time apparently was con- 
centrated in the naval branch of the 
service. None of the army canton- 
ments was able to produce organ- 
izations boasting of as good records 
as those compiled by Great Lakes, 
the Chicago Naval Reserves, Phila- 
delphia Naval ¥ard and Annapolis. 


Navy Rivalry Close. 

Each of the above-mentioned elev- 
ens, with the exception of Annapolis, 
went through the entire season of 
1918 without having been defeated. 


The latter's sole setback came at the 
hands of Great Lakes, and even this, 
a 7-to-7 score, was not sufficiently 
decisive to indicate an appreciable 
margin of superiority for the victors. 

Starting the season against Iowa, 
whom they beat 10 to 0, Great Lakes 
met and conquered Illinois, the “Big 
10” conference champions, played a 
scoreless tie with Northwestern, beat 
Cornell College, 33 to 3, held Notre 
Dame to a 7-7 score and swamped 
Rutgers, previously regarded as a 
titular pretender in the East, 54 to 
14, 

The record of the Chicago Nayal 
Reserves is almost as impressive as 
that of Great Lakes, excepting that 
the former played teams which hard 
ly measured up to the class of those 
opposing the latter. Just once dur- 
ing the season were the Chicago Re- 
serves scored upon and that was by 
Minnesota, whom they beat 20 to 6. 
Among their other victories were 
Knox. 26—0, Illinois 6—0, Northwest- 
ern 25—-0, Cleveland Naval Reserves 
6—0, Camp Dodge and Camp Grant, 
each 20—40. 

That the naval bDranch of the serv- 
ice very decidedly outclassed their 
comrades in khaki is proved from the 
record of the Chicago Naval Re- 
serves, Who defeated both Camps 
Dodge and Grant, each of whom were 
contenders for service honors in the 
West, Dodge having beaten Nebraska, 
23 to 7, while Grant trimmed Wiscon- 
sin, 7 to 0
